There 
are  none  that  require  the  sacrifice  of  reason,  though 
there  are  many  that  require  the  submission  of  rea¬ 
son.  And  I  nothing  doubt,  that  when  a  brighter 
sphere  of  existence  shall  be  vouchsafed  to  us,  we  shall 
look  with  amazement,  as  well  as  delight,  on  the  sim¬ 
plicity  of  all  that  now  appears  to  be  most  intricate ; 
and  that  we  shall  feel  our  wonder  excited  by  nothing 
60  much  as  the  easy  and  unincumbered  solution  that 
shall  be  given  to  parts  in  the  Bible  which  now  seem 
hopelessly  involved  in  obscurity.  There  is  no  obe¬ 
dience  comparable  to  that  of  the  understanding,  and 
no  temperance  so  excellent  as  that  of  the  soul,  when 
she  puts  restraints  on  a  curiosity  which  would  pry  into 
the  ^rets  of  the  Almighty.

in  error,  we  think  it  entirely  useless  to  inquire  whether 
or  not  the  Presbyters  of  Kentucky  are  “settled,  pa¬ 
rochial  ministers.”

The  process  by  which 
they  are  formed,  is  much  the  same  in  ecclesiastical 
and  in  political  bodies,  and  too  often,  alas!  is  the 
result  in  both  influenced  by  the  cornipt  passions  of 
human  nature.  And  when  we  look  to  the  living 
members  of  the  Church,  to  some  of  those  who  arc 
most  prominent  in  the  direction  of  its  affairs,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  discover  any  material  difference  between 
them  and  the  men  of  the  w  orld,  lo  fact  there  are 
some  who  seem  equally  at  home  in  the  world  and  in 
I  the  Church;  who  bring  the  same  worklly  principlr* 
and  the  same  unsanctified  spirit  to  bear  upon  the  in¬ 
terests  of  both. 

i  These  things  indeed  do  not  surprise  us.  Our 
Saviour  compared  his  Church  to  the  field  in  which

— Early  in  the  morning  two  prie.'Jts  came, 
also  a  schoolmaster,  and  two  Scribes,  with  whom  1 
spent  nearly  the  whole  afternoon  in,  1  hope,  not  a  use-  j 
less  conversation.  I  spoke  with  them  on  the  necessity 
of  reading  the  Word  of  God,  and  that  it  is  now  high 
time  to  awake  out  of  sleep  and  to  seek  our  salvation 
with  fear  and  trembling.  I  reproved  them  very  sharply 
for  their  seeking  consolation  in  strong  liquor,  instead 
of  seeking  it  in  the  VV'ordofGod  and  the  consolation  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  They  coiil.l  not  deny  it :  I  often 
heard  them,  both  in  Upper  and  I/iwer  Egypt,  say  that 
they  drink  liquor  in  order  to  forget  their  oppressed 
state.  Abuna  Gabriel  said,  if  he  or  another  priest 
spoke  to  his  people  in  this  way,  they  would  send  him 
out  of  the  house.  ‘‘  But,”  said  he,  ”  we,  whoare  obliged  1 
to  live  by  the  go<vd  will  of  the  people,  dare  not  offend 
them,  else  we  sliould  starve.”  1  reminded  him  of  Ezek. 
xxxiii. 

March  6. — To-day  the  Christians  are  feasting  and 
making  merry,  because  tlieir  great  fast  begins  to-mor¬ 
row.  There  is  neither  preaching  nor  teaching  here  on 
a  Sunday,  because  all  who  are  iu  the  Pasha’s  service 
are  obliged  to  labour  on  a  Sunday  as  well  as  on  a  work¬ 
ing-day  :  and  as  the  convent  where  the  Copt  of  this 
place  go  to  church  is  too  far  for  them  to  be  back  in 
due  time,  they  neglect  divine  service  altogether,  ex¬ 
cept  on  some  peculiar  holidays  and  feasts  during  the 
year.  Yesterday  I  sent  my  servant  to  Damieh,  a  vil¬ 
lage  in  the  neighbourhood  of ‘Jie  Medineh,  in  order 
to  hawk  the  books  about.  He  came  back  this  after¬ 
noon,  complaining  that  the  people  like  their  piastres 
more  than  the  Word  of  God.  ‘‘  Besides,”  said  he,  ‘‘  the 
people  are  so  poor,  that  they  must  first  sell  something 
of  their  household-stuff  in  order  to  buy  the  Gospel.” 

March  7. — Visited  the  schools  in  the  Medineh,  and 
gave  to  each  school-boy  a  spelling-book.  I  exhorted 
the  schoolmaster,  in  each  ofthe  three  schools,  to  take 
care  of  his  little  flock ;  not  forgetting  that  he  must 
give  an  account  before  the  judgment-seat  of  Christ, 
whose  little  flock  he  is  intrusted  with,  to  load  and  di¬ 
rect  them  in  the  way  of  everla-sting  life.  I  was 
pleased  to  find  tfio  oldest  class  reading  in  the  Gos¬ 
pel  which  Mr.  Liedcr  presented  tliein  with  some  years 
ago.
